None from north county 
Yager names 20-member growth limit panel

County Supervisor David M Yager of Montecito named 20 members to his ‘growth 
rate ordinance committee” Monday and told fellow county supervisors that he also 
would welcome nominations from them in developing the committee membership 
further. 
He emphasized he does not intend to impose limited growth rates on “the Santa 
Maria or Lompoc Valleys or other major areas of the county which do not want 
them.” 
Yager, an attorney practicing in Santa Barbara, who represents the First District 
comprising Carpintería Valley. Montecito and a portion of the city of Santa Barbara, 
revealed he had found ‘no legal impediment” to such an ordinance of either “limited 
or regional applications.” 
His immediate concern, he stressed, was the "growth issue in the South Coast 
plain,” where water moratoriums and other restrictions on growth exist, except for 
in Carpintería city area and its immediate environs. 
Yager, elected to the board last November after defeating candidates carrying 
banners of growth and limited growth, declared he planned to make additions to the 
committee who will "represent interests or philosophies not currently represented — 
such as agriculture.” 
Yager did not mention in his statements Monday the one per cent per year limita-

tion figure he has brought out before, but it was clear he is holding to that approx­ 
imate figure 


A number of the 20 persons thus far named to the committee could be identified 
with a strict no-growth policy philosophy. Others include some judged to be in the 
middle of the road, while others such as developers and a labor leader have taken a 
positive growth stance None is from the north county 


Santa Barbara attorney A1 Paul, Goleta Water 
District board; Charis Bratt, Goleta; Joan Wells. Montecito, and Suzanne Duca, Car­

In addition to reading a three-page prepared statement constituting a progress 
report on the committee makeup and aims, Yager also released copies of letters he 
has sent to Supervisor Robert Hedlund of Lompoc and Board chairman Harrell 
Fletcher, of Santa Maria, assuring them he is not intending to press for an ordinance 
to push for growth controls in their areas if they are not wanted there. 


Fletcher stated later he thought one or more of the committee choices was 
"terrible,” and felt that while Yager "was representing his district” he was not 
proposing anything that was in tune with Fifth District majority thinking. 
Limitations on home-building as proposed by Yager "have nothing to do with pop­ 
ulation control,” Fletcher declared and "do not take care of the (housing) needs 
today.” 


" I feel it is not going to the source of the problem,” he commented " It is shifting 
the problem to Carpintería, Lompoc and other areas.” 
Yager said the 20 members are the "nucleus” of his committee, and the committee 
would "begin its dialog next week,” with the aim of setting up a draft ordinance 
before the end of the year. 


ST LOUIS (U P I) — Water conserva­ 
tion is needed more than federal projects 
to help prevent drought because “dams, 
reservoirs and canals do not create 
water.” Interior Secretary Cecil Andrus 
said today 
Andrus, in remarks to the National 
Conference on Water, said President 
Carter's "hit list" of water projects 
recommended for elimination showed a 
renewed 
awareness and 
sensitivity 
toward water resources and a commit­ 
ment to examine each water resource 
and to seek its resolution ” 
Andrus urged state and local govern­ 
ment units to bring reform laws, regula­ 
tions and practices on water allocation 
“into the 20th Century" but said the 
federal government may be forced to 
step in if no action is taken 
“We have learned another important 
lesson from this drought .” Andrus said 
"That people can, when they try, live 
with considerably less water than they 
are accustomed to " 
Some conservation steps Andrus urged 
included requiring individual meters for 
city homes receiving water from federal 
systems and water efficiency require­ 
ments for federal irrigation projects and 
construction projects where federal 
funds are involved 
On Monday an official of the Western 
States Water Council said the current 
water shortage in the West should con- 


cern the entire country because such 
problems may plague other regions in 
the next 15 years 
Jack Barnett, executive director of the 
council in Salt Lake City. said. "The 1977 
drought is only a test run of what will be 
experienced in other areas of the United 
States bv 1990 when every year will be a 
short water year 
Andrus called for adoption of water 
conservation as an "objective 
and for 
emphasis on plans to achieve economic 
and conservation goals through non- 
structural means 
In additon. Andrus called for shelving 
water projects authorized for more than 
eight years but not yet funded 
Andrus said states and other non- 
federal entities should pay more of a 
share in the financing of water projects 
He also urged states to reform laws, 
regulations and practices bringing water 
allocation 
into the 20th century 
If the states fail in this job, he said, the 
federal government may be forced to 
step in 
Andrus said he would encourge wise 
water use in several ways, including 
requiring individual meters for all city 
residences receiving water from federal 
systems, water efficiency requirements 
tor irrigation uses for those receiving 
federal agriculture assistance water ef­ 
ficiency for construction projects where 
federal funds are involved

raised by the women's division of the

That was the happv conclusion Mon­ 
day to an apparent breakdown of com­ 
munications between Housing Authority 
officials and the women s division of the 
chamber 
The Housing Authority announced this 
week that it would build a long awaited 
community building on federal property 
located on Ocean Avenue between 
Dahlia and R Streets But authority of­ 
ficials. who have been on the job only 
since Jan 
1 were unaware that the 
women's division had raised the money 
in a campaign dating back more than 
three years 
And women’s division officers were 
unaware Monday that the Housing 


Authority was preparing to build the 
community building 
Division president Louisa Van Ausdale 
said she would check to determine how 
much money the fund contained and 
what could be done about getting the 
money turned over to the Housing 
Authority for the purpose for which it 
was raised 


Housing officials indicated at one point 
Monday that their building was fully 
designed and that funding arrangements 
had been completed, without the need for 
outside monies However, a later com­ 
munication indicated the Authority 
Housing Authority had changed its posi­ 
tion. or clarified the facts of the ques­ 
tion Housing official Michael Lynn, as­ 
sistant to chief Fred Money, said the 
funds could be used to defray some of the 
costs of kitchen equipment in the new 
building 


The fund came into being as a result of 
a broad community effort

Lompoc Planning Commission last 
night approved conditional use permits 
for three 
institutional construction 
projects that will bring major changes to 
three widely separated locations 


The action clears the way for the con­ 
struction of a 2.400 square foot addition 
to St 
Mary's Episcopal Church on 
Central Avenue, east of H Street, for a 
new Elks Lodge of 11.450 square feet in 
the 900 block of East Ocean Avenue, and 
for a 4.000 square foot Housing Authority 
community building on West Ocean 
Avenue between Dahlia and R Streets 


The commission ruled that the three 
projects could be built without any 
significant environmental impact 


Construction schedules were not im­ 
mediately announced for the church and 
the lodge, but Housing Authority of­ 
ficials had previously announced they 
would break ground for the community 
building next month and complete the 


construction probably by early fall of the 
year 
In other action, the commission told T- 
G Realty that the city would prefer that 
the developer of land at the southwest 
corner of East Airport Avenue and North 
Seventh Street, divide his property into 
three homesites of 8,000-plus square feet 
rather than four homesites of 6,000-plus 
square feet The city standard is 7.000 
square feet 


The commission also agreed to accept 
a * slight deviation" in lot width to ac­ 
commodate the developer and make it 
unnecessary for an application for a 
variance 
The city’s requirement for 
construction is 65 feet for internal lots 
Community Development Department 
director Jack Lam told the commission 
that it would be possible to allow a slight 
deviation from required lot widths as 
long as the lot size in square feet meets 
or exceeds the required 7,000 square 
feet

culating At the same time, he declined to estimate how 
many signatures the proponents had already secured 
The proponents must get the valid signatures of 11.298 
registered voters on petitions in order to have the split

MOSCOW (U PI I - Soviet President 
Nikolai V. Podgorny was dropped from 
the Communist party’s ruling politburo 
today in a surprise move that could be 
the prelude to his retirement as Soviet 
head of state 
The move was taken by the powerful 
290-member Soviet Communist party 
Central Committee at a closed meeting 
in the Kremlin today. 
Moscow radio said the Central Com­ 
mittee had 
“freed 
Podgorny of his 
duties on the 15-man politburo which 
rules the nation It gave no explanation 
for the move 
Diplomatic observers said the decision 
was likely the prelude to retirement of 
the 74-year-old Soviet head of state 
Since 1965 Podgorny has held the least 
powerful of the three top Soviet 
leadership positions — with party 
General Secretary Leonid I Brezhnev in 
the top job and Premier Alexei N. 
Kosygin in the next most important posi­ 
tion 
Observers said if Podgomv remained 
as president after losing his seat on the 
politburo it would be as a totally 
powerless figurehead 
They believed it more likely that the 
formal retirement of Podgorny would be 
announced when the nation’s parliament, 
the Supreme Soviet, convenes on June 16 
Today's session of the Central Com­ 
mittee was its first since Oct 26, 1976 
Although there has been speculation 
about a Podgorny retirement in recent 
years today’s action by the Central Com­ 
mittee caught most observers off guard 
Podgorny during March made an ar­ 
duous two-week tour through Africa and 
returned home looking healthier than 
either Brezhnev or Kosygin 
In other organizational changes dis­ 
closed by Moscow Radio the Central 
Committee announced the appointment 
of Konstantin V Rusakov, 67, a close 
aide of Brezhnev, as a secretary of the 
Central Committee 
Rusakov replaced Deputy Premier 
Konstantin Katushev. 50, who was drop­ 
ped from the Central Committee in 
connection with his recent assignment as 
Soviet chief delegate to Comecon, the 
East European economic bloc

Tillie Swart, also known as "the pet girl." is 
willing to spend hours a day on the phone seeking 
homes for animals and animals for homes 
The young housewife and mother has just 
launched Adopt-A-Pet Referral Service from her 
home on Vandenberg Air Force Base She is urg­ 
ing any area residents wanting to acquire or get 
rid of a pet to call her at 734-1202 for free as­ 
sistance 
Tillie aim s to place newborn unwanted and 
stray cats and dogs into the homes of responsible 
owners She hopes to cut down the high numbers 
of animals that wind up at the pound, where they 
face almost certain destruction 
Tillie offers information and advice — not a 
foster home for litters of puppies and kittens, 
not a doorstep on which to abandon unwanted 
animals without feeling too guilty 
With her growing reference file. Tillie would 
put those seeking pets and those seeking homes 
for pets in touch with each other Her objective 
find free, ideal pets for people, but most of all. 
find ideal homes for homeless pets 
i can't stand it when I'm driving down the 
road and see a poor little doggy, just scrounging 
around It could be in somebody’s home where 
they re loving the heck out of him," she said 
An abundance of fertile animals keeps the 
pound and Tillie very busy Not enough people 
neuter their pets “Just one litter won t make a 
difference," pet owners may think 


But each of say, five kittens in a litter may 
give birth to five more kittens, and each of 
those, five more Five generations later Lompoc 
has 15.625 more cats With 10 families allowing 
this to happen 
the city could produce over 
150.000 cats 
The Lompoc Animal Shelter receives about 
350 cats and dogs a month, clerk J Lee said 
Some of these animals are redeemed by owners, 
a few are sold but the majority are “ put to sl­ 
eep,” 
The animal shelter and local veterinarians 
agree that Tillie s Adopt-A-Pet would prove a 
highly useful service, especially during spring 
and sum m er when the animal birth rate leaps 
But Tillie is taking on a “ thankless, futile 
task 
Lee commented Lee has worked at the 
Lompoc Animal Shelter for 10 years and she has 
seen evidence of pets treated carelessly, often 
“ dreadfully 
abused Out of 100 dogs placed with 
new owners Lee said. “ If Tillie finds 10 good 
homes she'd be very, very lucky 
“ It's a rough job 
she’ll discover, one that 
takes many. many, many hours of hard work 
many hours on the phone." Lee said "And she’s 
in for a lot of heartache 
Despite Tillies efforts. Lee predicted most 
animals would sooner or later wind up back at 
the pound or “dumped in the boondocks, where 
they're just dessert for the bobcat or fox " 
Tillie is such an animal lover, however, that 
she would gladly devote days on end for the 
welfare of even a few among the pet population

WASHINGTON (U P I) 
The 
nation has a new tax law, and 
its first impact will come in 
early June when withholding 
rates are adjusted to add up to 
$4 per week to most paychecks, 
while subtracting $1 per week 
from middle and upper income 
single persons 
But the real impact is ex­ 
pected between Jan 1 and April 
15 next year when almost 50 
million Americans who use the 
standard deduction discover 
that tax filing has been made 
simple, and some of the others 
find they owe money because of 
that withholding change 
President (’arter. surrounded 
by congressmen in a Rose 
Garden ceremony Monday, ap­ 
peared happy with his task of 
signing the bill, saying that 
lowering taxes was "one of the 
most pleasant things for a 
President or a congressman to 
do.” 
Forgotten for the moment 
was a section of the bill he 
fought against 
a tax credit 


for business of $630 to $1,806 for 
each new employe hired above 
last year's employment levels 
If all goes as planned, one 
look at the table which fits the 
number of family members will 
be all that is required to figure 
how much tax is owed 
All 
credits, exemptions and the 
standard deduction will be 
folded into these tables, elimi­ 
nating the need for arithmetic 
Fven those who itemize 
deductions will be able to use 
the new tables, although they 
still face the task of assembling 
and adding deductions 


Those who itemize also will 
benefit in itially from the 
change in withholding rates 
Although the tax cut is intended 
only for those who use the stan­ 
dard deduction, it is impossible 
for the Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice to determine in advance 
who will itemize and who will 
not 


Therefore, 
the change in 
withholding 
rates affects 


everyone, meaning that those 
who itemize will pay less per 
week in taxes now, but next 
April 15 will owe a little more in 
taxes or get a somewhat 
smaller refund than under the 
old rates 
The cuts and increases will be 
brought about hv changing the 
standard deduction to a flat 
$3,200 for couples and $2,200 for 
singles, instead of the current 
percentage calculation to a 
maximum $2,800 for couples 
and $2 400 for singles. 
This results in a tax cut 
averaging $121 a year for every 
couple and many single persons 
who use the standard deduction 
46 9 million taxpayers 
However it results in a tax 
increase averaging $51 on some 
1 7 million single persons mak­ 
ing more than $13,750 who use 
the standard deduction. This 
was done in an effort to reduce 
the "marriage penalty” — the 
extra taxes two moneymaking 
single persons must pay when 
they marrv

Suit asks court to call 
malpractice rate hearing

In 
an unusual civil suit, the state 
Supreme Court has been asked 
to order the state insurance 
commission to hold hearings to 
determine whether medical 
malpractice insurance rates 
are too high 
The request was made in a 
suit filed Monday by legislative 
leaders and Attorney General 
Evelle Younger 
It also asked that the high 
court rule on the constitutional­ 
ity of the omnibus Medical 
M alp ractice 
Reform 
Law- 
enacted in 1975 
The law directs the insurance 
commissioner to determine if 
the rates charged doctors by in 
surance companies are “ ex­ 
cessive" and if so. to order 
them rolled back 
However. Insurance Commis­ 
sioner Weslev Kinder, the 


defendant in the suit, has said 
that without a "final judicial af­ 
firmation" of the law’s con­ 
stitutionality. he cannot order 
the carriers to reduce rates 
The announcement of the fil­ 
ing of the suit said the average 
premium now paid by a Califor­ 
nia doctor is $10,000 a year 
Assembly Democratic leader 
Howard Berman of Beverly 
Hills said Kinder s position is 
that if insurance rates were 
ordered rolled back and the 
court later found the law uncon­ 
stitutional. 
the 
companies 
would go bankrupt 
Berman 
insisted 
however 
that the "laws we enact must 
be presumed constitutional un­ 
til the court holds otherwise 
In a statement. Berman said 
that when the law was being 
written in 1975 and California 
doctors threatened to strike, in­ 


surance companies told the 
legislature such a statute would 
save millions and 
lower 
premiums by up to or over 30 
per cent 
But he said that two years 
later "we still don't know what, 
if any. impact it actually has 
had on medical malpractice in­ 
surance rates 
He quoted Kinder as saying 
that 
ideally, an early consider­ 
ation of the key features of this 
law by the Supreme Court could 
provide the reassurance neces­ 
sary to justify rolling back the 
rates ” 
Joining in the suit were As­ 
sembly Speaker Leo T 
Mc­ 
Carthy 
Senate President Pro 
Tern James R 
Mills and vir­ 
tually every other Democratic 
and Republican leader who had 
anything to do with writing the 
law

lems as compared with the 
Moscow meeting 
Tass said 
But it said. 
There is still a 
long distance to be covered 
before the work of drafting the 
agreement is completed " 
This is first of all because

Food and Drug Administration 
has turned thumbs down on one 
possible substitute for saccha­ 
rin as an artificial sweetener 
Monday, it rejected a request 
for perm ission to use a 
sweetener made from the 
African "m iracle fruit’ 
in 
candy, gum. pudding and other 
food 
The fruit is a berry which 
when chewed makes sour things 
taste sweet Interest in the fruit 
had been revived in the wake of 
the proposed saccharin ban but 
the FDA said it has been unable 
to prove it is safe 
The berries reportedly have 
been used in West Africa for 
hundreds of years, the agency 
said 
The now defunct M iralin 
Corp., Hudson. Mass , asked 
FDA approval in 1973 for use of 
the sweetener in gum. candy, 
puddings 
and 
fruit-flavored 
drink mixes 
‘‘The FD A has carefully 
reviewed all data submitted by 
the firm and finds on the basis 
of this data it cannot assure the 
safety of either general or 
limited use of miracle fruit and 
its products for use in foods." 
the FDA ruled

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Supreme Court has put a brake 
on its deference to local com­ 
munities in dealing with dis­ 
tribution of hard-core porno­ 
graphy 
In a busy, multiple-decision 
day Monday, the justices ruled 
5 to 4 that a federal jury in Iowa 
must look to high court 
guidelines for determining 
whether material is offensive 
and not state law. which now 
punishes only dissemination of 
obscenity to minors 
The American Library As­ 
sociation and the Association of 
American Publishers expressed 
disappointment at the ruling 
Their lawyers had suggested 
that the whole thrust of a major 
obscenity decision in 1973 was 
to give states more leeway, and 
that if states wished to accord 
additional 
First 
Amendment 
protection the federal govern­ 
ment need not meddle 
But the court upheld the con­ 
viction of a Des Moines man on 
charges of sending obscene 
m aterial through the mail 
within the state 
The opinion said a state's 
right not to regulate in the 
obscenity field cannot compel 
the federal government to allow 
in state obscene mailings 
In another case, the court 
ruled unanimously that states 
may pattern union security 
provisions in contracts with 
labor unions after the laws that 
apply to private business 
In a Detroit teachers’ case, it 
held that employes who do not 
wish to join a union may be 
compelled to pay the equivalent 
of dues but that the money may 
not be used for ideological 
causes to which the individual 
objects The aggrieved person 
may demand a proportional re­ 
fund. the opinion said 


In a 7-2 decision the court 
held that a grand jury witness 
need not be advised that he is a 
target for indictment, and said 
the testimony he gives without 
this warning may be used 
against him at trial

Concorde supersonic transport 
has completed one year of com­ 
mercial flight to the United 
States and the Federal Aviation 
Administration says its report 
card looks good — in one area, 
better than expected 
The agency’s key findings, 
based on monitoring 557 Con­ 
corde landings and takeoffs 
from May 24, 1976, through the 
end of April, included 
—Public opinion has shifted 
toward acceptance of the SST 
FA A polls show a majority of 
those living near Washington s 
Dulles Airport, the only place in 
the nation where the Concorde 
now lands, approve 
— Despite predictions, the 
crackling thunder of the Con­ 
corde’s engines is no louder on 
takeoff than anticipated and ac­ 
tually is quieter on landing than 
some subsonic aircraft 
—Exhaust pollution from the 
SST is lower than had been ex­ 
pected. averaging about the 
same as subsonic jets 


FAA officials consider the 
findings a vindication of their 
often-criticized 
SST environ­ 
mental statement, which was 
used last year in the decision to 
grant British Airways and Air 
France Concordes a 16-month 
trial in the United States 


Information collected during

Carter with a representative group 
of the country s largest minority — 
23-million men and women who can 
boast they are part of the voting bloc 
which has the best percentage for a

1 received an answer that such a 
Senior Citizens conference would be 
considered And I offered my ser­ 
vices as an average Senior Citizen to 
meet along with the official 
representatives of Senior Citizens

money we paid out 
Ceiling 
restrictions on outside 
earnings should be removed or the 
limits raised to permit us to work 
and make money to keep up with 
soaring inflation without cutting 
down on our Social Security 
benefits 
We need a mental health program 
for the elderly 
Many persons as 


they retire have emotional and sur­ 
vival problems They are depressed 
because they feel rejected and un­ 
wanted 
Crime against the elderly in­ 
creases Better policing is needed in 
the areas where the older people 
live 
We need local, state and 
iederal laws for mandatory prison 
sentences for any thieves who use 
weapons or inflict bodily injury on 
theu aging victims 
Many Senior Citizens must use 
eveglasses and hearing aids 
Medicare should provide Junds for 
glasses and hearing aids 
< ommunities 'hould provide free 
or cut-rate transportation for the 
elderly who tind it difficult getting 
around for marketing religious ser­ 
vices or to visit friends 
Above all. we hope something 
comes out of Senior Citizens Month 
to restore the dignity which has 
been lost by many who have con­ 
tributed so much to their com­ 
munities and the growth of the 
United States when they were 
younger 
I ’m sure many of you readers 
have other problems of growing 
older which you hope will be solved 
Let us dream that Senior Citizens 
Month will be more meaningful than

LOS A N G E L E S C PU — Los Angeles 
Lakers superstar Kareem Abdul-Jabbar 
feels he has matured as a player 
Maybe that’s why he outpolled all the 
other top basketball players — including 
Portland’s Bill Walton — as the 1977 
most valuable player in the National 
Basketball Association 
But the 7-foot-2 center, who led the 
NBA in field goal percentages with 579. 
finished third in scoring (26 2) and se­ 
cond in both rebounding (13 3' and 
blocked shots '318'. thinks he has 
reached his limit 
“ I don’t think 1 can play any better or 
with any more consistency.’’ he said 
Monday after he received 159 of the 247 
votes cast by the NBA players Walton, 
who spoiled the Lakers’ chances in the 
NBA plavoffs. came in second with only 
29 
“Since I ve been in Los Angeles 
I 
believe I've been getting the most out of 
my potential ” Abdul-Jabbar 
who 


recentlv turned 30. said 
I ’ve matured 
as a player and that s the most impor­ 
tant part of anybody's development “ 
It was the fifth time in seven years and 
the second vear in a row that he won the 
M V P award and Abdul-Jabbar said 
it 
was a great honor to be in the company 
of Bill Russell ” the former Celtic player 
who also won the award five times 
However 
Abdul-Jabbar earned his 
laurels in only eight years, compared to 
Russell who played 13 seasons. 
The victory was sweeter because of 
the walloping Walton and the Trail 
Blazers gave the Lakers in the playoffs, 
beating them in four straight games to 
put a disappointing end to a remarkable 
season in which the Lakers. 53-29 had 
the best record in the NBA 
“This M V P award is especially 
satisfying because it went along with the 
Lakers having such a great season.” he 
said 
Los Angeles Coach Jerry West said 


Abdul-Jabbar. who came to the Lakers 
from the Milwaukee Bucks at the start of 
1975- 76. is the only person who could 
“ improve upon perfection ” 
“ He has a tremendous burden.” West 
said of the man who was the NBA scor­ 
ing leader in 1971 and 1972. led the league 
in rebounds and blocked shots in 1976 and 
has a lifetim e 30 5 league-leading 
average in playoffs 
He is expected to do more than 
anybody in the league — score, rebound 
anil block shots.” West added 
Pete Maravich of New Orleans was 
third in the balloting with 15 points. Bob 
Lanier of Detroit had 11. Julius Ervingof 
Philadelphia seven and Moses Malone of 
Houston six 
In the 22 years since the Podoloff 
Trophy has been awarded, it has gone to 
a center 18 times The last M VP non­ 
center was Oscar Robertson in 1963- 64

IN D IA N A P O L IS ( U P I ) - S a lt 
Walther wanted to drive in Sunday’s In­ 
dianapolis 500-mile auto race so on Mon­ 
day. with the time trials completed, his 
father bought him a race car already 
qualified for the race 
The move sparked a controversy that 
led to calls for a driver boycott of the 
race. 
Two veteran Indy drivers, attending an 
inform al 
d riv e rs ’ 
meeting 
in the 
Speedway Motel, called for a boycott to 
support racer Bill Puterbaugh. who was 
ousted from the race when the car he 
qualified was purchased by Walther’s 
father 
George Walther. acting through his 
racing corporation — Walmotor. Inc 
bought the car assigned to Puterbaugh 
from Lee Elkins Enterprises for a 
reported $60 000 
A joint statement by Walther and 
Elkins said the teams checked with 500 
Chief Steward Tom Binford and deter­ 
mined there was nothing illegal about 
the sale of the Elkins’ car 
The statement added that Puterbaugh 


was compensated for his ride and would 
be paid more money after the race 
But Puterbaugh. of Indianapolis, told 
Speedway officials that Elkins 
sold the 
car out from under me " 


He repeated the charges at the drivers' 
meeting 
where 
Indy veterans Bill 
Vukovich and G ary Bettenhausen said all 
drivers should boycott the race Sunday 


Phil ( ole spokesman for the Walther 
corporation 
said Salt Walther was in 
New York for a television program and 
was unaware of the purchase through the 
early evening hours 
But negotiations 
started during the morning when the 
younger Walther still was at Indianapolis 
for the traditional drivers’ golf tourna­ 
ment 


Cole said that W alther definitely would 
replace Puterbaugh in the car and run in 
carburetion tests Thursday. 
Binford explained that U S Auto Club 
rules do not prohibit the sale of race cars 
already qualified for any race He said as 
far as he was concerned.

torates to his credit — 
two Ph D’s and one 
Doctor of Theology 
It 
freq uently is 
necessary to remind 
those who subm it 
news for publication 
" — 
that our mam interest 
is in informing our 
readers of important community events 
and not in satisfying personal scrap­ 
books 
This situation is not a localized 
problem, apparently, because 1 have en­ 
countered it before and in fact, at one 
time there was a heated but not unfriend­ 
ly discourse among client editors of 
United Press International about how 
the matter of multiple doctorates should 
be handled 
I have forgotten what occasioned the 
problem, but during this particular time 
period there were several men who held 
doctorates from X University. Y Univer­ 
sity as well as Z University all in the 
news at the same time 
It became monotonous to see the 
references to these honorifics repeated 
day after dav in the wire copy, and final­ 
ly one editor — I think he was from Mis­ 
souri 
offered a solution 
He noted that newspapers in Austria 
have a style for dealing with this situa­ 
tion There apparently is a proliferation 
of newsmakers there who hold several 
doctorates from famous universities 
There, a man with one doctorate is 
referred to as * Dr Dittelbacher’ as he 
would be elsewhere It also is — or was 
at the time anvway - proper newspaper 
style to let the doctor s wife share in her 
husband s credits She is referred to as 
“ Frau Dr Dittelbacher “ 
And if our Dr Dittelbacher goes out 
and supplements his Ph D in. let’s say. 
Sanskrit literature, with a second doc­ 
torate in political science, for example, 
thereafter the newspapers and wire ser­ 
vices refer to him as “ DDr 
Dit­ 
telbacher " < And his wife as “ Frau DDr 
Dittelbacher "» 
DDr Dittelbacher may later take a 
third Ph D in another subject, and thus 
becomes “ DDDr Dittelbacher 
(Wife 
also goes up another D i 
Personally I don’t think this system 


would solve anvthmg in this country and 
probablv would only serve to confuse the 
issue 
I also have had the suggestion made 
that in stories referring to holders of 
doctorates the 
Dr ’’ should be omitted 
at the beginning of the name and the 
identification made in this fashion 
“ Anton Dittelbacher 
M D . Ph D. 
Th D." etc 
The person who made that suggestion, 
as I recall was someone concerned over 
the fact that a Doctor of Medicine had 
been referred to simply as “ Dr so-and- 
so “ 
We wouldn't want anyone to think he 
was a chiropractor, 
the complainant 
said in trving to support the pitch for 
listing the degree title after the name 
Obviouslv 
snobbishness of this sort 
never will be the cause for altering new­ 
spaper style 
Another reason for not entertaining the 
style of listing doctorate titles is that our 
news reporting system already is so full 
of abbreviations and acronyms that it is 
difficult for the average person to un­ 
derstand what's going on 
The ultimate in this type of situation 
developed not long ago in Danbury. 
Conn . where officials at an environmen­ 
tal hearing overwhelmed the audience 
with the flow of acronymns

LONDON — The practical con­ 
sequences of the widely reported summit 
are likely to be barely discernible for a 
long time and probably will be difficult 
to measure, say, six months from now 
The summit was “ an exercise in 
goodwill," to use a phrase that has so 
often in the past glos­ 
sed over the substan­ 
tive differences of big 
power meetings 
If there was a win­ 
ner on the practical 
side it was obviously 
Germany's Chancellor 
H elm ut 
Schm id t 
Returning 
to Bonn 
from London he was 
greeted almost like a 
conquering hero 
His 
sagging political for­ 
tunes were given a 
badly needed lift 
The reasons are not hard to find At the 
summit Schmidt stood firm on the two 
scores most important for Germany 
Politely but nonetheless unwaveringly he 
refused to have anything to do with 
reflating the value of the Deutsche Mark 
so that it would be more nearly on a par 
with other European currencies 
His government would try to meet the 
announced target growth for the year of 
5 per cent But even here there was room 
for doubt German inflation is running at 
a rate of about 4 per cent a year, which 
compares with Britain at 17 to 18 per 
cent and the Scandinavian countries at 10 
to 11 per cent This imbalance is one 
reason for the sluggish current of trade 
in Western Europe Runaway inflation is 
a fear that haunts the Germans This 
goes back to the memory of the mid 20s 
when bushel-basket inflation destroyed 
the mark wiped out the middle class and 
opened the way to Hitler and the Nazis. 
The second point on which Schmidt 
scored was his insistence on nuclear ex­ 
port for at least half of Germany’s world 
trade The specific issue was the deal 
with Brazil for a complete nuclear 
processing cycle Washington had tried 
in vain to persuade Bonn to give up this 
project as part of President Carter's ef­ 
fort to halt nuclear proliferation 
If 
Brazil came up during their talk together 
it apparently did not interrupt what was 
described as a harmonious meeting 
In the longer perspective. Carter s role 
was that of harmonizer 
Among the 
seven heads of government Carter alone 
has tenure of close to four years while 
the others are likely to disappear under 
waves of political dissent in their respec­ 
tive countries with the possible excep­ 
tion of Schmidt, thanks to his London 
success 
They were only too pleased after their 
several encounters to say pleasant things 
about Carter He was at his smiling best 
and they reciprocated with exceptional 
warmth 
America’s rising prosperity 
with the economic indicators turning up 
was partly responsible for this It was 
evident that after the trials and tribula­ 


tions of Vietnam and Watergate the 
United States was a power in the world 
with a benevolent leader 
Moving about Europe 1 have found a 
curious, hard-to-explain belief that if 
America 
is prosperous again the 
currents of world trade will be revived 
and the stagflation prevailing in much of 
Western Europe will be cured 
How this is to be achieved as the 
United States becomes increasingly 
protectionist is hard to understand The 
North-South 
conference 
between 
developed and developing nations at the 
end of the month will hardly provide an 
answer The days of the conference host. 
Prime Minister James Callaghan, are 
surely numbered He has just committed 
a political boo boo that has aroused the 
antagonism of both the Laborites. his 
own party, and the Conservatives who 
believe they will be taking over in a mat­ 
ter of weeks or months at the most 
That was to sanction the naming of his 
son-in-law Peter Jay as ambassador to 
Washington Jay. aged 40. is to join the 
Carter youth movement, so the theory 
was. replacing career diplomat Sir Peter 
Ramsbotham who has held the post for 
three years 
Part of the uproar was over the 
Conservative charge that Ramsbotham 
had been deliberately smeared as an old- 
fashioned snob running the embassy ac­ 
cording to the old canons of diplomacy. 
His defenders promptly came to his 
aid The fact is that he was the first 
foreign diplomat to be received by 
Carter and he has a wide range of friends 
and a cq u a in ta n ce s not only in 
Washington but around the country As a 
consolation prize Ramsbotham is being 
made governor general of Bermuda 
Jav has been the economics editor of 


the Times of London His wife Margaret, 
the prime minister's daughter, has lived 
in Washington where, for a time, she was 
on the staff of Sen 
John Tunney of 
California As the controversy grew, fan­ 
ned by the conservative paper, the Daily 
Telegraph, it developed Jay was the 
author of one of the essays in the just- 
published book “ The Future That 
Doesn't Work ’’ 
“ The fissures spread out in all direc­ 
tions like an ice fall." he wrote 
“ 
disintegration in slow motion 
Labor unions, business management and 
city financiers are locked in a triangle of 
mutual vituperation and incomprehen­ 
sion ” 
This tempest in a teapot served chiefly 
to show the deep underlying strains in 
British life Callaghan s friends are ask­ 
ing how. at this stage in his fortunes and 
in view of the plight of the Labor Party, 
he could have allowed his 37-year-old 
foreign secretary. David Owen, to make 
such an appointment with its glaring 
nepotism 
A ctually with the transatlantic 
telephone, ambassadors have become a 
slight superfluity Carter and Callaghan 
seemed to get on swimminly at the sum­ 
mit conference and to talk with the 
prime minister, the president hardly 
needs to do more than pick up the 
telephone 
From the other side of the Atlantic 
Carter is sending Kingman Brewster, 
head of Yale University, to be the 
American ambassador 
As one of 
Brew ster’s cynical friends put it. 
Kingman must be interested in running a 
hotel That will be part of his function in 
the huge American embassy residence 
with the flood of visitors arriving for the

WASHINGTON - Control Data is 
preparing to sell the Soviets a $13 million 
electronic brain which 
could be turned 
against us to track U S 
missiles, planes 
and submarines It is 
also capable of 
decoding sensitive l T S intelligence tran­ 
smissions 
The 
m i r a c l e 
machine is the Cyber 
76, which will soon be 
on its way to the 
Soviet Union unless 
there is a last-minute 
stop order It not only 
will be the largest 
c o m p u te r 
e v e r 
delivered behind the 
Iron Curtain, but it is 
more than a decade 
ahead of the Soviets' 
own 
c o m p u te r 
te ch no lo g y 
It 
operates at least 20 times faster 
anything the Soviets produce 
A top-secret interagency study warns 
tersely that the Soviets can convert the 
Cyber 76 to military use Not only can it 
be used for tracking and decoding, but it 
could also improve the production of 
nuclear warheads, multiple-headed mis­ 
siles. aircraft and other military 
hardware 


There is no safeguard to prevent this, 
the study declares 
An intelligence 
source put it more bluntly. “ For a few 
bucks." he told us. “ we’re willing to give 
*the Soviets the means to destroy us. 
We’re becoming our own executioners.’’ 


Government officials, citing the strict 
secrecy, refused to show us a copy of the 
study But sources with access to the 
original draft have told us of its warn­ 
ings. They fear it may be softened in 
order to make the computer deal more 
palatable 
Control Data executives, in repeated 
meetings with U S officials, have in­ 
sisted that the Cyber 76 will be used by 
the Soviets strictly to study the weather 
The company kept hammering at 
Washington to get an export license 
Final Commerce Dept approval of the 
deal, according to our sources, was im­ 
minent until our inquiries caused some 
hesitation 


The sale of computers to Russia was 
pushed originally by ex-Secretary of 
State 
Henry 
Kissinger 
Eager to 
promote detente, he overruled military 
objections to earlier computer sales 
Now that the Soviets have already 
received lesser computers, they will be 


enraged if the Cyber 76 is withheld from 
them, say our sources 
One high official source, talking to us 
in confidence, related how a mysterious 
Soviet official showed up in the United 
States a few years ago The Central 
Intelligence Agency immediately spot­ 
ted him as a man with a purpose He had 
come here, the CIA warned, to seek 
strategic U S computers. 
The State Dept , under Kissinger, per­ 
suaded the CIA to soften its warning and 
to pass off the visitor as merely the 
houseguest of Soviet Ambassador Anato­ 
ly Dobrynin 
This helped lead to computer sales not 
only to Russia but also to China and 
H u n g a ry 
In r e tu rn for these 
sophisticated computers, according to an 
International Trade Commission report, 
the Soviets have offered the United 
States “ horses, asses and mules” at 
favored prices Russia’s famous vodka 
will also be sold to the United States at a 
tariff of $1 25 a gallon, instead of the pre­ 
sent $5 
Frustrated U S officials complain that 
the Soviets are getting the best of the 
deal 
They have gained strategic ad­ 
vances from the computers that have 
already been delivered, these officials 
assert But the Cyber 76 would give them 
a technological boost that no amount of 
vodka could justify, they say 
The secret study declares categorical­ 
ly that the wonder machine both could 
and would be misused by the Kremlin for 
military purposes Those officials who 
favor the sale contend, however, that the 
Soviets will use the Cyber 76 to increase 
their p a rtic ip a tio n in a world 
meteorological network The result, they 
say, would be better international 
weather data, larger crops and fewer un­ 
expected natural disasters 
A spokesman for Control Data assured 
our reporter John Schubert that the com­ 
puter can be set up in Moscow in a way to 
prevent any misuse 
Any diversion to 
military use, he said, could be detected 
immediately Then Control Data would 
pull out its technicians and refuse parts 
to the Soviets, thus crippling the 
electronic monster 


But other computer experts told our 
reporter Tony Capaccio that Control 
Data's arguments are spurious. One 
former Control Data executive, referr­ 
ing to the alleged safeguards, said 
derisively 
“ That’s a joke ” Other ex­ 
perts agreed that the Soviets could train 
their own technicians and eventually 
locate parts from other countries
